THE CULffllNATION 
OF THE TRAGEDY 


M ilburn House, Bnffalo, N. T., Septem ber 14.—P resident M cKinley died 
a t 2:15 a. m. 
H e had been unconRcious since 7:50 p. m. 
H is last conscious 
hour on earth was spent witli tlie wile to whom he devoted a lifetim e of 
care. 
He died unattended by a m inister of the Gospel, but his last w ords 
w ere a hum ble subm ission to the will of the God in whom he believed. 
He 
was reconciled to the cruel fate to which an assassin ’s bullet had con­ 
dem ned him, and faced death in the sam e sp irit of calm ness and poise 
which has m arked his long and honorable career. 
His la st conscious words, 
reduced to w riting by Dr. Mann. w!;o stood at his bedside w hen they were 
uttered, w ere; 
"Good-bye all, good-bye. 
It is God's way. 
His will be done." 
H is relatives and the m em bers of his ofRcial fam ily who w ere a t the Mil 
burn house, except S ecretary W ilson, who did not avail him self of the oppor­ 
tunity, and som e of his personal and political friends, took leave of him. 
This 
painful cerem ony was sim ple. 
His friends cam e to th e door of the sick 
room, took a longing glance at him and turned tearfully away. 
He was 
practically unconscious during this tim e. 
B ut the powerful heart stim ulants, 
including oxygen, w ere em ployed to restore him to conscio\isnp.=;s for his 
final parting w ith his wife. 
He asked for her and she sat at his side 
and held his hand. 
H e consoled her and bnde her good-bye. 
She wont 
through the heart-trying scene w ith the sam e bravery and fortitude with 
w hich she has borne the grief of the tragedy which ended his life. 
T he im m ediate cause of the president's death is undeterm ined. 
His 
p hysicians disagree, and It will probably require an autopsy to fix the exact 
cause. 
The president's rem ains will be taken to W a.shington and there will 
ibe a state funeral. 
Vice P resident Roosevelt, who now succeeds to the presidency, may 
ta k e th e oath of office w herever he happens to hear nows of the death. 
.The cabinet will of course resign in a body and P resident Roosevelt will 
have an opportunity of form ing a new' cabinet if he .«o desires. 
The rage of the people of Buffalo against the president's assassin, when 
they learned tonight th a t he was dyinK, was boundle.ss. 
One of th e m em bers of the cabinet who cam e from the house at 2 o'clock 
fo r a stroll along the front w alk said a m eeting of the cabinet would bo held 
probably tom orrow m orning to take siu h action as will be required by the cir­ 
cum stances. 
He said the expectation of the cabinet w as th a t the rem ains 
.would be taken to W ashington and then lie in state at the capitol, afterw ards 
going to C anton for final interm ent. 
ANNOUNCEMENT MADE 
TO CABINET AND FRIENDS 


M ilburn House, Buffalo, N. Y.. Septem ber H .—2;:iO a. ni.—The announce, 
m ent of the death to th e m em bers of the cabinet was m ade by W ebb Hayes, 
who said: 
“It is all over.” 
Mrs. M cKinley la st saw her husband betw een U and 12. 
At th at tim e 
Bhe sat by the bedside holding his hand. 
The m em bers of the cabinet w ere 
adm itted to the sick room singly at th a t time. 
The actual death probably occurred about 2 o'clock, it being understood 
th a t Dr. Rixey delayed the announcem ent to assure him self. The announcem ent 
of the new s to those w aiting below was postponed until the m em bers of the 
fam ily had w ithdraw n. 
Through Secretary Cortelyou the w aiting new spaper 
m en received th e notification. 
In a trice there was the keenest k^nd of 
excitem ent on th e street. 
W hen the new s w as im parted to those dow nstairs 
a g reat sigh of anguish w ent up from the strong men there assem bled. 
The 
m em bers of th e cabinet, senators and close friends rem ained but a few 
m inutes. 
Then w ith m ournful tread and bowed heads they cam e out into 
th e d arkness and w ent aw ay. 
There was not one am ong them w ith dry eyes, 
and som e m oaned in agony of grief. 
The m ilitary guard w as augm ented Imm eiiiately upon the announcem ent. 
The w aiting crow ds m elted aw ay rapidly, giving expression in unm istakable 
term s to th e g reat sorrow they felt. 
W ithin a brief space of tim e the new s­ 
paper men, th e policem en, the sentries of the guard, and those whose duties 
k ep t them abroad w ere the only persons in evidence w ithin the im m ediate vi­ 
cinity. 
W ith th e m om entary excitem ent incident upon the announcem ent of the 
end th e entire scene becam e one of unm istakable, deep m ourning. 
As if na­ 
tu re len t its aid to the grieving crowds, a dense fog settled like a pall over the 
city. 
The M ilburn house becam e a tomb of silence. 
Lights w ere dimmed, 
visitors ■ were denied adm ittance and the m ourning fam ily and their intim ate 
friends w ere speedily left alone w ith their dead. 
ADDITIONAL DETAILS 
OF THE FINAL SCENES 


M ilburn House, S eptem ber H .—From authoritative officials the following 
details of th e final scenes in and about the death cham ber w ere secured: 
T he president had continued in an unconscious state since 8:30 p. m.

Rixey rem ained w ith him a t all tim es, and until death cam e. 
The other doc­ 
tors w ere in th e room a t tim es and then repaired to the front room, w'here 
th e ir consultations had been held. 
Aljout 2 o'clock Dr. Rixey noted the un­ 
m istakable signs of dissolution and the Im m ediate memberR of the fam ily were 
sum m oned to th e bedside. 
Mrs. M cKinley was asleep and it w as desirable 
n o t to aw aken h er fo r th e la st m om ents of anguish. 
S ilently and sadly th e m em bers of the fam ily stole into the room. 
They 
stood about th e toot and sides of the bed w here the great m an’s life was 
ebbing aw ay.

EARLY TROUBLE WAS 
DUE TO INDIGESTION 


M ilburn H ouse, Buffalo, Sept, 12.—The slight alarm w hich w as f^lt w hen 
th e afternoon bulletin appeared w as increased w hen th e physicians assem bled 
for th e ir evening consultation about an hour earlier th an usual. 
The cheeri­ 
ness of the m orning w as succeeded by apprehension, and a dreary rain w hich 
began to fail added to th e gloomy feeling w hich prevailed. 
T he bulletin w as personally delivered to th e m em bers of the press by 
S ecretary Cortelyou, and th e frankness w ith w hich th e physicians announced 
th a t th e president's condition w as not good, disquieting as it was, w as a 
reliefi 
It w as felt to be additional proof th a t nothing w as being concealed. 
It w as explained semi-officially to th e A ssociated P ress th a t th e trouble 
w hich existed w as due to th e fact th a t th e food tak en th is m orning had not 
agreed w ith th e president. 
It had not been disposed of and th e rise in his 
pulge w as attrib u ted to th a t fact. 
It w as stated quite positively th a t th e 
consulting physicians did not believe th a t th e failure to digest th e food w as 
due to the condition oi tho wounds in th e sides of th e stom ach, w hich-w ere 


believed to be practically healed ana so pronounced by Dr. M cBurney and 
his assistants. 
The fact th a t the food would not agree w ith the patient could 
not have been anticipated, so it w as stated, but as soon as it w as found th a t 
it had not, the adm inistration of the food by the m outh w as discontinued. 
The problem which now confronts the physicians is to dispose of this undi­ 
gested food in th e stom ach. 
Dr. Mann, who is considered the chief surgeon in the absence of Dr. 
McBurney, is confident th a t the undigested food will pass aw ay during tue 
night and th a t th e president will be b etter in the m orning. 
The fatigue of the 
patient noted in th e afternoon bulletin continued during the evening and 
several tim es the president m urm ured. “I am so tired. I cm sa tire..." 
Dr. C harles D. Stockton, who has a fine reputation as a general prac­ 
titioner here, w as called on a t th e' evening conference. 
The problem now is 
one for th e physicians rath er than the surgeons and the advice and cotmsei 
of Dr. Stockton w as considered advisable. 
A fter th e bulletin was issued, 
two of the physicians slipped aw ay through the side entrance, thus escaping 
the new spaper men. 
It w as understood th a t Dr. M ann and Dr. Stockton 
rem ained a t th e M ilburn house. 
Mr. W ilson and Mr. H itchcock reached the M ilburn house at 0:35 p. m. 
They seem ed anxious for personal assurances as to the condition of the presi­ 
dent and when tney left th eir carriage they hurried into th e house. 
Tne 
sp lilts of the little coterie w'hicn S ecretaries H itchcock and W ilson joined In 
the draw ing room in the M ilburn house w ere visibly depressed, although the 
assurances of Dr. Mann th a t the president's condition would bo b etter in the 
m orning did som ething tow ard offsetting the apprehension they could not 
conccal. 
UNIVERSAL SORROW 


Chicago. S eptem ber 13.— Of the sor­ 
rowful tidings from

bedside, Col. W illiam J. Bryan said to- 
uight to a representativo of the Asso 
elated P ress: 
‘ 1 cannot believe the president's life 
is to end this way.

1 sim ply will n o t believe that 
he can die from an assassin's bullet 
until I hear th a t he has breathed his 
last.

Mr. Bryan arrived here from IJn- 
coln.

Mr. Bryan was talking his head was 
bowed and he appeared to be greatly 
dejected. 
Over and over again he re­ 
peated th e w ords:

"I have already spoken of the hor­ 
ror w ith which 1 regard the assassin's 
crim e," he added: “1 
have

spoken of the high personal esteem in 
w hich 1 held Mr. M cKinley. 
In this 
m om ent of sorrow 1 can add nothing 
to either." 
Later, when the com m ittee of

C arter H. H arrison league, a t whose 
picnic Mr. B ryan 'was to have spoken

In the loss of the presi­ 
dent, whose sterling qualities, upright 
character and lovable disposition are 
thoroughly appreciated and revered by 
all of the true and loyal citizens of the 
United States and all persons through­ 
out the world; every 
citizen 
of this 
state has sustained a genuine personal 
loss almost beyond repair; 


• Therefore, I. Jam es B. Orman, gov­ 
ernor of the state of Colorado, do order 
as a token of respect to the memory of 
our beloved president; 


“ That the flag of the United States, 
for which W illiam M cKinley fought so 
valiantly in his youth, and whose honor 
he has so nobly upheld in his matured 
years, be floated at half-mast over the 
state capitol building for a period of 
30 days. 


“ That the state 
capitol and other 
state buildings be draped in mourning 
for a period of 30 days. 


“ That the offices of the state capitol 
building be closed during the entire day 
on Saturday, the 14th day of September, 
and on tjie day on which will be held 
the funeral services over the remains 
of the beloved president now departed.

There is no v acan t govern­ 
m ent land to be taken up under the 
hom estead act in Colorado w hich 
is 
v aluab le for farm ing purposes or su it­ 
able for a residence. 
There are large 
ajnount* of vacan t land In the state, 
but th^so are barren either from d ry ­ 
ness, altitud e or from the rocky ch a r­ 
acter o f the «oil. 
In some counties a 
sm all am ount of land rem ains that m ay 
beoome valuab le a t some tim e In the 
future, but this is not in the neighbor­ 
hood of an y c ity or town. 


The usual procedure in locating land 
under the homestead law is either to go 
d irectly to the section of the country 
where the land exists, and to find by 
inq uiry w h a t tracts are vacant, or else 
to consult the maps th a t are on file 
in the land offices. 
These show a ll the 
lands th a t have been filed upon, and 
the tracts th a t are 
s till vacant. 
As 
soon as the settler has located his claim , 
he m ust m ake actual settlem ent upon 
it and file w ith the land office a dec­ 
laration of his intention to take up the 
land under the law. H e Is then allowed 
a certain am ount of tim e to m ake his 
im provem ents, and thereafter he must 
rem ain and m ain tain his residence in 
good faith upon the land for a specified 
tim e under the law . In case of a home­ 
stead entry, residence and cultivation 
must continue for 5 years, and a t the 
end of th a t time he w ill receive a title 
to the land upon the total paym ent of 
$34 for 160 acres. 
The pre-emption law 
continues in force in the In d ian reserv­ 
ation lands of the w estern p art of the 
state, although It lins been repealed fnr 
the general public lands. 
The tim ber 
and stone law and the desert land act 
are also in force, and land is being 
taken up under the?e laws. 


In some cases it is possible to get 
lands under the hom estead law, which 
at some tim e in future w ill probably Im 
brought under 
ditches 
not yet con­ 
structed, but 
these 
are 
exceptional 
cases. 


There are a great m any ranches in 
Colorado now offered for sale1 at less 
than the aetual cost of the im prove­ 
ments th a t have been made upon them, 
and it is much better for the intend­ 
ing settler to purchase lands at a low 
price from p rivate or corporate owners 
than to undertake to make a livin g from 
the governm ent lands tliat. now include 
only the least desirable of those in the 
state.

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When the treaty ceding Louisiiin;i 
territory to tlie United States was ne­ 
gotiated in 1803, 
the three ministers 
conducting the negotiations were Mon­ 
roe and Livingston, representing the 
United States, and Barbe-Marbois, who 
had been selected by Napoleon to rep­ 
resent France. 
Marbols’ relations with 
Napoleon at thru time were close and 
Confidential arid the current traditions 
of Napoleon's attitude throughout the 
negotiations is a more or less inaccur­ 
ate version of the report made by M ar­ 
bois in his 
“ Historié de Louisiana” 
written after the Bourbon restoration 
and published in Paris by the Didots 
. in IS2fl. 
The original edition, now rare 
.- in the United States, contains one of the 
earliest, 
if not the 
earliest of the 
. French maps of "the territory added 
to the,United States by the treaty and 
its consequences," but interesting as 
this is, it scarcely compares in import­ 
ance with the summary of the situation 
then existing as Marbois gives it and 
with his reports of Napoleon's conver­ 
sations and speeches on the subject. 


The second part of the work which is 
devoted to the irealy untl its effects 
on the destinies of the world—which he 
appreciated with surprising foresight— 
opens with a valuable suinipary of the 
attitude of the United States toward 
France and England. 
He shows that 
the defeated Federalists were taking 
advantage of Jefferson's 
well-known 
sympathies 
to press against France 
and against the administration in the 
United States the dangerous questions 
•which had been raised by the attitude 
of the west in demanding assurances of 
. the free navigation of the Mississippi, 
“ Although a very active faction in con­ 
gress,” he writes, "worked secretly to 
force a 
declaration 
of war 
against 
'¡France by the United States, the chiefs 
of the administration desired sincerely 
to preserve a good understanding. 
On 
its side, the consular government (N a­ 
poleon personally), seemed to wish to 
follow toward the republic a course op­ 
posed to that of the directory. 
W ar 
bewveen France and England seemed 
Inevitable and the American cabinet 
easily understood that, in case it was 
declared, the French consul would be 
■under the necessity of postponing the 
occupation of Louisiana.” 


He then auotes from the message of 
Dec 1S. 1802. in which Jefferson called 
the- attention of congress to the Im­ 
portance of the possible re-occupation 
of Lpuisiana by France, and details the 
circumstances under which Monroe w æ 
se.’t to Franc? to reinforce Livingston 
■wfc was already in Paris, attempting 
to negotiate for the city of New Or­ 
leans and the territory which controlled 
the mouth of the Mississippi. 


Mhrbois defines Livingston's mental 
state at this tini“ as one of exasnera- 
pnrr.tion. H " h?d been evaded and put 
off in what he considered a treacherous 
manner, until he was ready to square 
Issues by making demands which 110 
one thought France would consider— 
among others, as Marbois,, record« 
it 
—"'ftir.the whole of the vast territory 
north of the Arkansas.” 
This seems 
to be the first presentation of the idea 
of the cession as a whole, and Marbols 
feels certain that Livingston’s, aggres­ 
siveness represented his own feelimrs 
rather than t!m=e of the American ad­ 
ministration. 
To such an extent had 
this aggressiveness taken possession of 
Livingston, though lie does not seem 
to have expected to have the proposi­ 
tion 
for the cession 
of 
the 
cnii’i- 
trv north of the Arkansas entertained, 
Marbois 
records 
with 
disapproval, 
that when Monroe lai>6 ed in 
Paris. 
Livingston met him with 9 ■ proposal 
“ to take possession of New Orleans first 
and trade afterwards.” 


Tbis .sufficiently suggest Marbois' un- 
W erstandin^^f.-¡;thfî*i>ttitt)âe 
of the 
United 
Staies'-iiSST administration in 
power friendly 
to Franc?, but urtred 
against France by a ppyyerful minority, 
using the control of the Mississippi as 
a lever to ruch effect fhat the support­ 
ers of the administration were begin­ 
ning to show signs of:breaking away 
from control and forcing'Issues. 


To understand the attitude-of Napol­ 
eon, it must be recalled - tjiat in be­ 
coming first consul, lie had announced 
himself as a pacificator of the world 
and after attempting to' conciliate the 
powers in the treaty of Amiens, had 
continued vigorously the'attempt to re­ 
construct France in accordance with 
his own Ideas. 
This he considered the 
object of paramount Importance at the 
time and -whatever plans he had for 
extending the empire of France over 
Europe, were to be postponed until he 
had firmly intrenched himself at home 
and reorganized France completely. In 
a great measure, he had carried out 
his plans for doing this, when he sa_w 
that England was once .more about to 
take the aggressive against him—this 
Just at a time when h e‘was-pVeparing 
to cease to be first cons.ul and to be­ 
come "Napoleon the First.'-” 


This is the situation which Marhois 
defines and it expjalns tbe' stimulus un­ 
der which Napoleon's geniüçvacted in 
reaching tfte decision that' thçre must 
be'aT^dicijl. change In ’the*attitudç of 
France toward the United States. After 


’ the revolutionary war. 
France 
had 
hoped to held the United States as a 
ward unde’- an Informal French pro­ 
tectorate 
and 
had co-operated 
with 
Spain to that end. To keep the United 
States surrounded by French and Span­ 
ish territory was 
part of 
this plan. 
Wh<»n Monroe sailed for France. N a­ 
poleon seems to have reached a de­ 
cision. foreshadowed in a conversation 
at the Tuilleries, to abandon once for 
all the idea of controlling the United 
States and by n sudden stroke, to set 
them 
loose 
as 
a 
first-class 
power 
against Kngland. 
He announced this 
decision In a conferenc« at which M ar­ 
bois was present, .lust before Monroe 
landed. 


Btfor» calling this conference he had 
denounced the claims of England to be 
'mistress of the seas” and had said “ to 
free the world from the commercial 
tyranny of England it is necpssary to 
oppose to her a maritime power which 
will one day 
become her rival., It 
must be the United States. 
The E n ­ 
glish aspire to dlspope of all the riches 
of the world'.’ I will be useful to the 
entire universe if T can prevent them 
from dominating'America. as they dom­ 
inate Asia." 


It appears that qifter announcing at 
the Tuilleries that the United 
Sjtates 
must be thrust forward as a rival for 
England. 
Napoleon brooded over 
the 
matter, as was his habit; and then, 
after he had really made up his mind, 
he called his advisers to him and ad­ 
dressed them his request for advice in 
what was really a derpand for their as­ 
sent to his plans, “ made with vehem­ 
ence and passion." which did not invite 
argument. 
The first declaration of his 
purposes is thus given by Marbols: 


“ I know the worth of Louisiana and 
1 have wished to repair the error of 
the French negotiator, who abandoned 
it in 17G3. 
I have recovered it on pa­ 
per through some lines In a treaty, 
but I have hardly done so when I am 
about to lose it again. But if it escapes 
me. it shall one day be at a dearer 
cost to tho?e who force me to give it 
than the cost to those to whom I will 
surrender it. 
The English have suc­ 
cessively taken from France, Canada, 
the Isle Ttoyal, Newfoundland, Acadia 
and the richest territories of Asia. They 
are intriguing and disturbing in San 
Domingo. They slial| npt have ttfe M is­ 
sissippi, which they covet. 
Louisiana 
is nothing in comparison with their 
aggrandizement 
in 
ail 
parts .91 the 
globe, but the jealousy they feel be­ 
cause of Its return under the dominion 
of France, warns me that- they intend 
to seize it. and it Is thus.they will-be­ 
gin the war. 
They have already 20 
vessels in the 
Gulf of Alexlco—-tjiey 
swagger over those tjeas as sovereigns 
and in San Domingo, since the death 
of Lecterc. our affair* are going from 
bad to wor§e. 
The conquest of Louis­ 
iana will be easy if they will only talie 
the trouble to descend upon It. T hg.vp 
not a moment to lose in putting it out 
of their power. I do not knqw but what 
they are there already. 
That Is their 
usual way of doing things. an<3, as for 
me. if I was In their Place, I certainly 
would not have waitgd. I w ish'tota^e 
away from them- even the idea that 
they will ever be able to own -this 
colc.ny. 
I contemplate turning it over 
to the United State's. 
I would h^rdiy 
be able to say I bad ceded it t ° them, 
for we are riot yet even in possession 
of it. 
Bu t even a short dei^y may 
leave pie nothing .byt. a vain title to 
transmit to these republicans, whose 
friendship I seek. 
They a»e asking 
me for but a single city of'Louisiana, 
but I jtlready consider the whoje co|oiiy 
as lost, and it seenip to me tbat in the 
hands of this rlslpg power ,it will 
more useful to the politics and .even 
to the commerce of France than 
if I 
attempt to keep It.” 


“ Tell 
me your opinion," said fTa- 
poleon in conclusion, and his minis­ 
ters made speeches.-ope for. thf other 
against the cession. 
He listened and 
asked questions. Jt \y#p the he>ct rnornr 
ing after this that he called jh e ’ni to 
him again and anpoopced that Eng­ 
land had broken faith In refusing., to 
evacuate V.alta and that there was 
110 time for further deliberation. . .

Messrs. Marbois, 
Livingston and Monroe with courtesy, 
but with the same conclusion. 
M ar­ 
bois says that when the question of 
buying and selling Louisiana without 
consulting its inhabitants was raised, 
“ the three mtniSt.erB expressed sincere 
regrets, but a preliminary of this na­ 
ture was rendered impossible by cir­ 
cumstances.” 
He adds in explanation: 
“ To defer the cession would have been 
to make Louisiana a colony of England, 
to render its power predominant in 
America and to enfeeble for centuries 
all that which the whole world ought 
to wish to see wax and grow greatpr 
in that part, of the globe. 
This in­ 
soluble difficulty was at once put aside.'’ 
Jefferson, when the same difficulty 
was presented to him. wrote to Sena­ 
tor Breckinridge 
of Kentucky, 
that 
“ the executive in seizing the fugitive 
occurrence which so much advances the 
good of his country, has done an act 
beyond the Constitution." 
He 
wished 
to have the f'onstitution amended 
to 
cover the case, but hjs reccomendatiop 
-was put on ¡file with the other “ insoluble 
difficulties” to which M. Marbois re­ 
fers-:.

In closing his review of Napoleon's 
action 
throughout 
the 
negotiations, 
Marbois says that 'the following word.« 
tspoken when the signing of the treaty 
w'as announced) are enough to demon­ 
strate what thought then dominated 
the first consul: 'This eccngciofl of *i r . 
ritory." said he. 'assures (affermit) for­ 
ever the power of the United States 
and rh ave,g iven England a maritime 
rival which sooner or later will humble 
her ppJe.’ "

Kdwarrl 
is 
likely to go down 
Into history as the 
pleasure-chasing monarch. 


Since his accession to the throne the 
number of hours he has given to pub- 
lly business would not make up a work­ 
ing week of seven hours a day. 
It is 
true there Is very little for him to do 
in the way of governing, the ministry 
attending to all that: but thoughtful 
persons are of opinion that it would be 
judicious on Vis part to keep up 
the 
semblance of the fiction that the king 
ha® some voice in the conduct of the ,-if- 
iairs of the must splendid empire in ;!c: 
world. For instance, his action in run­ 
ning off to the continent just as par­ 
liament was about, to be 
prorogued 
was severely criticised. 
The formality 
of a speech from the throne had 10 be 
gone through with, so that it 'was nec­ 
essary 
to 
telegraph .him the 
sub­ 
stance if not the text of the document 
that was read to both houses, he be­ 
ing ostensibly the author of it. 
Queen 
Victoria with all her infirmities, was 
rarely out of the. kingdom on such an 
occasion. 
She was a stickler for the 
proprieties, and if not at Windsor she 
was in some of the other royal residenc­ 
es in Scotland 01- in the Isle of Wight. 
Edward on this most important and 
historic occasion of the ending of the 
first parliament, was In Germany, nom­ 
inally for his health, but really for the 
purpose of enjoying the attractions of 
a famous fashionable resort. It was al­ 
most a snub to the lords and commons, 
who only a few weeks before had dealt 
with him so geneously In the provis­ 
ions made for the civil list. 


Again, if the king has not put in one 
day’s work for every month he has 
been on the throne, neither has he 
spent more than one-third of the whole 
period within what he is pleased to call 
“ his dominions.” This is a curious con­ 
dition of affairs, and utterly at variance 
with the practtcc of all the other mira- 
archs. 
The kaiser sticks close to Ger­ 
many. Austria’s emperor is a stay-at- 
honie. 
So is the czar, unless he has a 
geat political object in view by making 
a foreign visit. 
King Edward, on . the 
other hand, is most of the time away. 
There are no reasons of state for his 
absence, and he does not pretend that 
thè interests of the empire send him 
(lying from home to the gay corners of 
the continent. 
If that were the object 
of his trips abroad he would soon find a 
ministerial fire in his rear that would 
soon recall him to his senses. 
Social 
dissipation, not politics or statesman­ 
ship, is what the king lives for, what 
he has.Jiyed for during thirty of the 
sixty years of his life. If he had come 
to- the throne while he was yet a young 
man and before he had been spoiled and ' 
morally stunted by his aristocratic sur­ 
roundings, the 
situation 
might, nay. 
possibly would, have 
been 
different 
fr,om what it Is, but the bent twig is 
now a%gnarled old tree and it must fol­ 
low the-law of growth. 
The trend is 
not upwards to the stars and the storm, 
It is downward to the social" sordidness 
of the earth, earthy. King Edw ard can 
never win a great name or place In the 
story of the empires of the twentieth 
century. 
He has come upon the scene 
too late in life, and all his instincts 
lead him into the rosy pathways of life, 
not toward the rough roadways that 
lead to high acWevement.

Some Hotel Figures. 


"Statistics are not very entertaining, 
but there are some stories of hotels 
that they alone can tell, and that of 
the supplies is one of them. 
For in­ 
stance. during the year 1900 
one of 
these big hotels spent for meats, $200.- 
000: 
for poultry. $113,000; 
for 
vege­ 
tables, $80.000: 
for fruit, $42,000; 
for 
eggs, $12,000; 
for butter, $57,000, 
and 
for the flowers used in decorations— 
and there are flowers 
on 
the 
table 
every day—$30.000. 
The initial invest­ 
ment in silverware v-as $250.000, and 
with the losses that, charitably, are 
credited to the souvenir craze, and the 
general wear and tear on table ser­ 
vice. about $40,000 a year is spent in 
keeping this supply up to the hotel’s 
standard. 
One New York hotel that 
suffered severely from 
the 
souvenir 
spoon and salt-cellar 
mania 
adopted 
several years ago, the plan of notifv- 
ing guests that each waiter was per­ 
sonally responsible for all articles on 
his table, and would have to make godd 
any loss. 
This reduced the taking of 
spoons to a robbery of the waiter in­ 
stead of the hotel, and even the sou­ 
venir hunter 
has 
some 
conscience 
about such a theft. 
In the biggest of 
New York hotels $50,000 a 
year 
is 
spent in replenishing the linen, and 
looms in Belfast are busy the year 
round for It. The expenses of the other 
hotels for repairs are 
proportionately 
as the large, for in the tierce business 
rivalry o fth e times none of them can 
afford to get shabby.” —(Qeorge Barry 
Mallon in Ainsle^’s. 


One Hotel’s Capacity. 


"Neither the bigness 
nor 
the com­ 
pleteness of a big hotel is appreciated 
by the patron who finds 
his interest 
satisfied 
with 
the accommodations 
which it furnishes. 
He knows in a 
general way that 
It may be a dozen 
stories high and several cellars deep, 
apd that the thousand or more guests 
are attended by servants on every hand, 
and-when he pays his bill he believes 
that the charges are exorbitant. 
One 
of these hotels, which differs from the 
others chiefly in degree, represents an 
Investment of $15,000,000. The 1,400 bed­ 
rooms and 750 bathrooms in it are so 
constructed by a series of inner courts 
that each opens to the outer alj\ 
It 
has several concert halls and theaters, 
three great ballrooms, and, in addition 
to its public dining-room, where, dur­ 
ing horse show week, for Instance, 10,- 
000 people, are served daily, it has a 
series o f' private dining-rooms which 
are arranged for from ten to 1,000 per­ 
sons. 
In the largest ballroom in this 
hol;el was given one night last winter 
tlie'Charity ball, attended by 3,500 peo­ 
ple, to whom supper was served; and 
on the same evening In other parts of 
the hotel were In progress two con­ 
certs, a dinner of an association of 300 
m*p, and a dozen smaller dinner par­ 
ties in private dining-rooms, each iso­ 
lated so. completely that no one of th* 
1.500 regular guests need know of it.” —

j Fish stands in the front rank of the 
railroad men of the country, and is 
closely 
identified 
with some of 
the 
strongest financial institutions in New 
York. 
In a business directory of that 
city, he Is set down as 
one of the 
trustees of the Mutual Life Insurance 
company, 
vice 
president 
of the N a­ 
tional Park bank, trustee of the New 
York Life ..Insurance and Trust com­ 
pany. a director of the Plana bank and 
president of the Yazoo and Mississippi 
Valley Railroad company. The sugges­ 
tion of Mr. F i 3h’s name for the nomi­ 
nation possesses an element of novelty 
in the fact that the politicians have had 
nothing to do with it. 
It has coine 
from a leading business journal devoted 
to the manufacturing interests of the 
country, more especially those of the 
southern states. 
It is needless to say 
that Mr. Fish is the son of Grant's great, 
secretary of state, Hamilton Fish, who 
initiated and successfully conducted the 
famous Alabama claims case immedi­ 
ately after the close of the civil war.

The-Frying Pan valley is in Eagle'county on the line of the Colorado Midland railway. The mountains on either side are composed of red sandstone, 
whose color contrasts most beautifully with the evergreen pinons and junipers that cover the slopes. 
The river bank is fringed with cottonwoods, box- 
elders and "willows and othpif trees and shrubs. At the lower or eastern end of the valley Basalt mountain raises its cliffs of dark brown Java, its summit 
often hidden by passing'clouds.

OR T H E third tim e in forty years the president oC 


the United States has fallen a victim to the shot 


of an assassin. 
Abraham Lincoln died at the 


close of the great civil war, where men's pas­ 


sions had been roused to the height of frenzy by a 


struggle that tore the vitals of the nation, devastated 


half a continent and filled the land with desolate homes. 


Jam es A. Garfield died as the result of the act of 


a madman, spurred on to desperation by the violence 


of partisan strife and insaliate greed fur public office 


and notoriety. 


W illiam M cK inley died in profound peace and his 


life came" to its end because there arc in this great 


country men who are men only in human shape, to 


wnom the common attributes of humanity are lacking 


and who make it their delight to teach the devilish doc­ 


trine that the murder of the man whom the nation has 
selected to honor is not a crime. 


No fouler deed than this ever stained the pages ol 
history. 
It was a crime without reason, without pallia­ 
tion. without excuse.

Our great men are

sons of the people; to the people our presidents return 
after their term of office with no mark or title of dis­ 
tinction above their fellow Americans, and back to the 
humble village or to the crowded city are carried the 
coffins of great Americans when their life services are 
ended forever. 


Our W estm inster abbey is not built of granite or 
marble; its arches, domes and spires are not the work 
o£ a human architect. 
Its proportions arc as great as our 
national domain, its foundations arc laid to the depths of 
tne earth, its altars are the mountains and its candles are 
the stars. 
Washington lies at Mt. Vernon. Jefferson at 
Monticello, Lincoln at Springfield, and Grant in New 
York city. 
Each of these tombs and cach of a thousand 
others is a Mecca of American patriotism, each an in­ 
spiration to American youth and manhood. 


And now we bury another man of the people and lay 
to rest one of the great men of our country and of the 
world. Not in the great cathedral is his proper place, but 
in the village cemetery.

such monument to his grave as may fitly mark the sep­ 
ulchre of one who has served his nation well should rest 
tne mortal remains of W illiam M cKinley of Canton, Ohio. 


A GOOD BEGINNING. 
AN ACT OF WISDOM.

R ESID EN T R O O SEV ELT is one of the most many- 
sided men that have ever appeared in public life 
in the United States. The youngest president, 
and younger than the great majority of the men 
who rise to the dignity of governors and United States 
senators, Theodorse Roosevelt retains an active Interost 
in many things that have grown stale to the average 
statesman of high rank. 
His record is a varied one and 
he has left his mark on the history of the nation in 
many ways. 
Author, soldier, governor, hunter and ranch­ 
man, his life has run in many channels, and he has been 
successful in many things. 


It is from these conditions that arise some of the 
criticisms that have been made against Mr. Roosevelt. 
His fondness for the west has been used against him in 
the east: his record as a soldier has been treated as 
though lie were nothing else than a soldier; his hunting 
has been presented as a serious occupation rather than 
an amusement; and his statesmanship has been Ignored 
as though it was an inconsiderable part of his list of 
accomplishments. 
A narrower nature than his would run 
in smaller channels, and would present smaller opportu­ 
nities for criticism. 


What Mr. Roosevelt really is and what may be ex­ 
pected of him in the situation to which he has been 
called appears from his actions since the great weight 
of responsibility devolved upon him. 
There certainly can 
be no just blame for anything he has said or done since 
President McKinley was stricken by the assassin. 


Mr. Roosevelt as vice president has never said or 
done anything that has caused the administration any 
embarrassment, and as president he will be not less con­ 
servative and careful. 
This is already apparent from the 
events of the past few days. 


The affairs of the nation are in safe hands, and there 
need be no fear of hasty, eccentric or ill-considered action 
on the part of President Roosevelt.

H E R E is no doubt that Colorado Springs owes its 
marvelous progress in part at least to the habit 
that our people have of patronizing home mer­ 
chants and of buying whenever possible their 
goods in this city.

The home-trading city is the one that people 
like to comc to. and the man who is looking for a loca­ 
tion for a store or a factory naturally prefers a town or 
city that knows a good thing when it sees one and stays 
with it. 
Home trading helps the community to pay its 
taxes, and makes it easier for the doctor, the lawyer 
and the minister to receive the support to which he is 
entitled. 


In no place is the benefit of home trading more ap­ 
parent than in the case of the newspaper. 
Home t i l l ­ 
ing helps the newspaper to help the town grow faster 
and the prosperity of the newspaper is the very best 
evidence of the prosperity of the town, and one that is 
considered by everyone who is thinking of residence or 
investment in it. 


This is the season of thp year when people are think­ 
ing of buying supplies of various kinds for the winter. 
W e have passed the stage where it is necessary to lay 
in a supply of food to last until spring, but in clothes, in 
furniture, in repairs to house and business rooms, and in 
additions to the library or the pictures .^he end of the 
summer season is a time of increased activity. 


In all these things and in any others that may require 
their action Gazette readers are invited to consider the 
advantages of home trading. 


The mere fact that articles are quoted at lower prices 
in other places is not an indication of better bargains. 
The local merchant is where you can see him and his 
goods. 
He expects to remain in the city and to help you 
in making it grow and be prosperous.

BOY MURDERERS. 


THEODORE ROOSEVELT. 


K 


ING succeeds to king without an intervening time, 
but in republics men love to linger in grateful 
appreciation and honor over the one that is 
gone, before turning to him who is called to 
take up the burden of public duty and responsibility. 
It is too soon to write ‘‘President Roosevelt.” 
even 
though the form of our loved chief executive is silent 
in death and the law already imposes upon his subor­ 
dinate the power and the duty of president. 


When Theodore Roosevelt was nominated for vice 
president by the Republican party the Gazette said that 
there was not a man in all the country that was better 
qualified to assume the duties of president in case of the

N ENDEAVORING to fix upon Miss Emma Goldman 
the responsibility for the attack upon President Mc­ 
Kinley, the police authorities, state and national, 
will have to offer more substantial evidence than 
iho Cleveland speech to which reference has already been 
made in these columns. 
The discussion of a theory of 
government, however radical that theory may be and 
however much it may differ from that now in operation, 
is not of itself a crime in the United States, and we hope 
that it never will be. 


For instance, it is no crime to believe that the city 
should be governed without a mayor, and it would be no 
crime to advocate by voice or pen that some other 
system of municipal government should be established. 
But if anyone believing that there should be no mayor 
should advocate the removal of the mayor by murder, 
that would be a crime and a serious one, and if some 
half-witted w'retch should be influenced by such talk 
to kill the mayor, the author of the talk ought to be held 
as an accessory to the crime. 


It remains to be seen whether Miss Goldman is guilty 
of such a contribution to assassination. 
It is true, as she 
says, that she cannot be held responsible if some half­ 
crazy fanatic has misunderstood her words and has made 
them an excuse for his own frenzy. 
But if it can be 
shown that her words were such as were likely to lead 
to such a result, or even more strongly if they were in­ 
tended to suggest such action, then she is responsible, 
and should be punished accordingly. 


And there are feome things in her utterances as re­ 
ported in the press dispatches that point towards such a 
conclusion. For instance, she seems to sympathize more 
with Czolgosz, whom she seems to regard as the victim 
of society, than with the object of his murderous at­ 
tack, and she refers to the Haymarket murders in Chi­ 
cago in a way that would suggest-that she approved of 
them. 


The right of free speech is a precious one and it is 
most in danger at such times as these when some great 
crime has roused the people to an appreciation of the 
danger that may come from Its abuse. 
Theoretical ad­ 
vocacy of the maximum of individual liberty is not a 
crime in the United States, neither Is it a crime to pro­ 
fess a belief that mankind would be better-off without 
laws or rulers of any kind. It is probabjy silly to do this, 
but it is not a crime, nor should it be made one. 


It is a crime to kill or to plot to kill any person in 
the United States, and a greater one to kill or to try to 
kill the president of the United States because his safety 
is essential to the welfare of the whole country and 
violence to him is violence towards the people. 


If there has been any conspiracy it should be exposed 
and every person connected with it should be punished 
to the full extent of the law and if necessary new laws 
should be passed to be applied to any future cases of the 
sort that should arise. 
It is a crime to murder and no 
murder can be excused on any political ground; it is a 
crime to conspire to commit murder, and it is a crime 
to incite to murder. 
The murder of a president is a 
peculiarly atrocious crime, and it may be well to fix the 
death penalty upon all attempts upon the life of the 
president. 


But free speech is not a crime, and the American 
people should be careful not to allow its indignation 
against the criminal and his accomplices to mislead it 
into any restriction of the freedom of speech which is a 
priceless heritage. 


As a theory anarchy has as much right in this country 
as socialism. 
What we must suppress is murder, and 
all who contribute to or encourage it. 


CZOLGOSZ’ TRIAL. 


T 


H E “ Jesse James” gang of boy murderers in 
Denver is another evidence of the results that 
may be expected naturally to arise from the 
conditions that have prevailed in that city for 
several years past. When judges seem to concern them­ 
selves chiefly with protecting criminals and twisting the 
laws in their favor, and when the general sentiment is 
prevalent in the community that the decisions of juries 
are sold to the highest bidder, and when daily lessons 
ija crime are displayed in the newspapers, it is not sur­ 
prising that Jesse James should be the ideal hero towards 
whom the boys should direct their imitative faculties. 


It would seem that when even the children in Denver 
play at murder it was quite time for honest citizens of 
the place to institute reform measures that would bo 
effective. 


I 


, IS NOT through any personal regard or considera­ 
tion for the anarchist murderer of the president that 
he will be accorded a trial in which all the privileges 
of the law he defies will be extended to him. Were 
nothing to be considered but himself, no vengeance that 
the mob could plan or execute would be too swift or too 
terrible to meet his case. 


But the proper answer to anarchy is not anarchy, but 
law. 
Lynching is anarchy, and if the principles this 
criminal professes were adopted as our general practice, 
lynching would become the only resource for honest men 
against the rogues. 
Lynching is outside the law and 
opposed to the law, and the man who participates in a 
lynching party or approves it, is to that extent an anar­ 
chist. 


Great as is the horror of the killing of the president 
by an anarchist, the lynching of the assassin with the 
approval of the American people would be a greater hor­ 
ror and a much more serious evidence of national demor- 
auzation and decay. 
, 


The refuge from anarchy is the law; the remedy for 
anarchy is the law; the weapon against anarchy Is the 
law. 


The American who hates anarchy and wishes to drive 
the hated cult out of the hearts of all Americans and out 
of the country, can find no better way of declaring and 
furthering his purpose than by supporting the law at all 
times and under all circumstances, and by doing every­ 
thing possible to defend the law against the lawbreaker, 
whether that lawbreaker be ordinary criminal, lynchcr or 
anarchist. 
'

R ESID EN T R O O SEV ELT ’S bold declaration that he 
would continue the policy of President McKinley 
will be met with a chorus of approval from all 
the country. 
Nothing could have contributed so 
much to establish confidence and to nullify the shock of 
the transfer of presidential authority as these plain and 
simple words. 
That they were wholly sincere does not 
admit of a doubt, and we believe that President Roosevelt 
will carry them out in all honesty. In pursuance of them 
he has already invited the members of the cabinet to 
retain their places, and for the present, at least, there 
will be no change in the heads of the executive depart­ 
ments of the government. 


It is not to bo supposed, however, that the new presi­ 
dent will be content merely to strive to be what President 
McKinley would have been. Mr. Roosevelt is too much of 
a man for that and his words have a deeper and truer 
meaning. 
President McKinley ^ould not have stopped 
short in his career and have governed himself thereafter 
only by his life up to that time. He must have gone for­ 
ward and bis policy must have adapted itself to changing 
conditions and have developed new applications in the 
course of events. What would have been true of McKinley 
must also be true of Roosevelt. He must be governed in 
1902 by the events of 1902 and not by those of 1901. But 
while events are ever changing, principles may remain 
unchanged forever. 
President Roosevelt can have no 
better guide for his conduct than the principles to which 
President McKinley devoted his life and in pursuance of 
which he reached so high a rank in the affections and 
esteem of his fellow citizens. 


WHAT IS TO BE DONE WITH THE 
ANARCHISTS. 


T 


H E assassination of President McKinley has devel­ 
oped an almost universal demand for vigorous 
and effective measures against the enemies of 
society who are called “ anarchists.” It is to be 
hoped that this wave of popular feeling will not prove 
as transitory as some others have been, and that before 
it has passed away laws may be enacted and enforced 
that will put a stop to this class of crimes. 


There is a close parallel between the anarchists and 
the Mormons in their relations to the civil government. 
The Mormons were objectionable not on account of their 
religious beliefs or their peculiar social institutions and 
customs, but because they practiced and promoted the 
crime of polygamy, which was justly believed to be inju­ 
rious to the general welfare of the state and nation and 
contrary to our laws. 
So with the anarchists. 
It is not 
mat their ideas of the proper constitution of government 
are different from those of the majority of Americans, 
but because they incite to and practice the crime of 
murder, for which they may be justly punished as princi­ 
pals and accomplices, and for the prevention of which 
the force of our laws may properly be directed. 


The anarchists for the most part are composed of 
ignorant persons of illy-balanced minds, who are easily 
led astray by teachings that they do not understand and 
who are impelled into a blind hatred of humanity and a 
determination to strike down all authority and organiza­ 
tion simply because it exists, and is therefore a part of 
the present order of tnmgs. 
Whatever value may exist 
in the principle of individualism is smothered and buried 
in the evils of anarchy. 
The anarchist is not concerned 
in discussing the principles of social order and organi­ 
zation, nor in exerting himself lo secure a betterment of 
the present conditions. 
His work is destructive simply, 
and he aims only to break down and to wipe out all 
that ,the efforts of mankind have accomplished. 
He 
would reduce society to its primitive state and make us 
all savages once more. To dp this he would kill whatever 
is of greatest value to the nation, and the fact that a 
single man represents the hopes and the welfare of mil­ 
lions is only an additional reason in his perverted mind 
for striking him down. Add to this the morbid love of 
notoriety, fostered by sensational newsmongers, and me 
anarchist is ready for such a crime as the one that took 
place in Buffalo on September 6. 


Too many Americans have believed anarchist out­ 
rages were possible only under tyrannical or at least un­ 
der monarchical governments, and we have therefore 
failed to take those restrictive measures that were urged 
upon us by European states. But our recent experience 
has shown us that these murderous fanatics have no power 
of discrimination. 
They strike as readily at the president 
of a free republic as at the autocrat or the tyrant. 
In 
fact, the freedom of the republic becomes itself an en­ 
couragement to the criminal because it gives him the 
opportunity that is denied him under a more severe gov­ 
ernment. 


Under the circumstances, the need for further law 
ana a more stringent enforcement is apparent. 


We should discriminate against anarchists in our 
laws regulating immigration: 


W e should co-operate with the police of European 
countries in tracing and watchng well-known anarchists; 


We should shut out from the mails anarchistic books 
and newspapers; 


We should make the teaching and the writing of 
incitements to murder a crime; 


W e should punish all attacks upon public officers, 
whether successful or not, in a way suitable to the gross­ 
ness of the offence; 


W e should hold to strict accountability all inciters to 
murder and all who approve such crimes. 


The people of the United States were able to distin­ 
guish between the theory and religion of Mormonism and 
the practice of the crime of polygamy and to punish and 
practically to wipe out the one without any lessening of 
any legitimate right of free speech or free thought. The 
same thing can be done as regards anarchy and the foul 
crimes to which its teachings lead with many of those 
who profess its doctrines. 


TUE COURT OF INQUIRY. 


T 


H E FIR ST session of the Schley court of inquiry 
resulted in the dismissal of Admiral Howlson 
from service as a member of the court and a 
postponement of further proceedings until an­ 
other member of the court could be appointed. 


From the telegraphic account of the proceedings it 
appears that the discharge of Admiral Howlson was not 
due to any doubt of his ability to serve In this capacity 
nor to any belief that he was prejudiced or unduly In­ 
fluenced against Admiral Schley. 
It was rather that the 
other members of the court were determined to leave 
no possible pretext for any suspicion or complaint of 
unfairness. 
In other words Admiral howison was ex­ 
cused from this duty not because he was unfair, but 
because Admiral Schley charged that he was unfair. 


The action of the court will have a good effect upon 
the country as it will strengthen the prevailing impres­ 
sion that the court is a fair one and inclined to go even 
farther than necessary in securing absolute impartiality. 


The result of the first sitting cannot be construed as 
an unfavorable reflection upon Admiral Howison in any 
way. and it is to be hoped that the new member will be 
of the same high character and not less competent to 
serve in the inquiry. 


OPEN PARLIAMENT 
Pike’s Peak on Anarchy.

murderer which is guilty of death, but 
he shall be surely put to death.” —Num­ 
bers 25:31. 


Word of Jesus-<-“ Think not that I am 
come to destroy the law or the proph­ 
ets. I am not come to destroy but to 
fulfill.” —Matt. 5: 17. 


Here we have the direct command of 
the most high God (indorsed by Old and 
N«^v Testaments) that 
murder shall 
be punished with the death of the mur­ 
derer, no other satisfaction admitted. 
Murder is defined in the Mosaic law 
as the lying in wait to kill, with pre­ 
meditation, Modern society has got to 
regard this crime—this sin—with less 
abhorrence than it deserves, and in so 
doing has been guilty of encouraging 
and aiding and abetting crime. 


W hen the negro Porter was burned 
at the stake, two ministers of the gos­ 
pel in Denver were quoted In the Rocky 
Mountain 
News, the One as saying: 
“ God loved that fiend” —(a falsification 
of scripture,) the other as saying that 
“ the execution of a man, even by the 
state, was murder." 
A would-be crim ­ 
inal, reading such utterances, would 
naturally feel encouragement in crime. 
When were ministers of the gospel or­ 
dained to teach and preach opposition 
to the laws of God and m an?

Journals 
and he is led to look upon himself as 
a hero. A ll this is a criminal folly that 
should be speedily put a stop to. 
The 
murderer should be made to feel that 
he is a brute, abhorred alike of God 
and man. 


The anarchist is but an uncivilized 
brute, a would-be murderer, only aw ait­ 
ing a chance. A man needs only to be 
a prominent person or a representative 
of government, and he is a mark for the 
anarchist. In the course of seven years 
five eminent rulers among nations have 
been murdered by these hellhounds in 
human form, and the end is not yet un­ 
less drastic measures are resorted 
to. 
W e have tolerated their presence in 
our land until we have found we ore but 
nursing serpents to receive their fangs. 
A halt should be called for them by all 
nations 
combined. 
They 
should 
be 
crushed down and stamped out. W hen­ 
ever and wherever found they; should 
be imprisoned at hard labor for life or 
exiled. 
No country on earth should 
afford them a home or place of refuge. 
They are but serpents and the spawn of 
vipers. 


It is to be hoped that an interna­ 
tional agreement will yet be reached 
by which all governments will unite 
and decree for these devils in human 
form a worse than ordinary punish­ 
ment for murder.

There is a balance on hand 
now of $32.31. and the bills payable, In- 
tludliiK the paym ent of borrowed m on­ 
ey, am ount to $2,218.30. 
The receiver's 
report recom m ended the allow ance of 
certain claim s filed for spurious stock, 
and that som e not be allow ed. 


Judge Cunningham then entered 
his 
final decree in the suit, approving the 
receiver's 
report, and 
allow ing the 
claim s w hich he recom m ended at 
the 
rate of 2V4 cen ts a share for the spuri­ 
ous stock, and directin g the receiver to 
sell the com pany's 
m ining 
claim s at 
public auction to the highest and best 
bidder for cash, for an upset cash bid 
of $40,000; the sal# to be held at the 
front door on B enn ett avenue of 
the 
building used as the district court house 
in Cripple Creek. The receiver is to give 
20 days’ public notice of tim e and place 
by publishing the notice in one daily or 
w eekly paper in both El Paso and Tell 
er counties. 


The decree further provides that if 
the reorganisation com m ittee become 
the purchaser it m ay apply on the pur­ 
chase price at pro rata value all claim s 
held by the com m ittee w hich have, at 
the tim e of the sale, been allow ed by 
the court; 
and the 
com m ittee 
m ust 
agree to pay cash claim s a gain st 
the 
company, am ounting to about $700, and 
all the expense of the receivership. Any 
purchaser other 
than 
the 
com m ittee 
m ust deposit 10 per cent of the am ount 
bid. 


The decree provid»«: that in I'a?" the 
com m ittee becom e the purchaser, any 
holders of valid or spurious stock of the 
G oldstone com pany w ho m ay surrender 
sam e to the com m ittee on or before D e­ 
cember 31, 1901, shall receive the sam e 
pro rata share of stock in any new com ­ 
pany which m ay be formed by the com ­ 
m ittee as is aw arded to persons now 
represented by the com m ittee, on p ay­ 
m ent of $1.25 per 1,000 shares. 


GOOD N E W S FROM T H E EA STT 
Mr. W illiam IS. Frenaye of the firm 
of W illiam P. Bonbright & com pany, 
returned from Philadelphia, N ew York 
and other eastern cities yesterday and 
spoke of certain conditions in the east 
which affect the local stock m arket and 
w estern m ining, w hich w ill be o f much

toward Its last earthly resting place at his beloved lio*nie In Canton, 'Ohio, 
after the nation had officially and with state ceremony paid Its tribute of 
respect'arid lovo to the memory of its stricken chief magistrate. This was 
almost the closing act In the awful tragedy which has drenched the civilized 
world In tears. Beneath the great white dome of tho capltol, funeral services 
OC state were hold today over the remains of tho dead president. It was 
eminently fitting that tho services should bo conducted In that beautiful 
rqtnnda.-haHowed by the history of tho last sad rites of two other martyrs to 
tho cause of the republic.

As befltted tho occasion and the character of tho man whoso remains 


wore lying qold and rigid In'the narrow embrace of the metallic casket, tho 
services wore simple. They were conducted In accordance with tho rites of 
the;Methodist Episcopal church, of which, President McKinloy was a. life-long 
member. Consisting only of two hymns, a song, a prayor, an address and a 
benediction,-they were beautiful and solemnly impressive. Gathered around 
the; bier were representatives of every phase of American national life, in- 
cluding the president and the only surviving cx'presidonb of the United States 
together with the representatives at this capital ot almost every nation of 
.the earth. Oreat Britain, Franco, Germany, Italy and Spain and all tho 
republics to tho southward of the United States mingled their tears with those 
of the. American people. 


• Despite the fact that no attempt had been made to decorate the interior 


of the rotunda beyond tho arrangements made about, the catafalque, the as- 
semblage presented a memorable sight. Tho somber black of the attire of tho 
hundre'els of civilians present was splashed brilliantly with tho blue and gold 
of 'the .representatives of tho army and tho navy and tho court costumes of 
the. diplomatic corps. 


As the sweet notes of Mr. McKinley's favorite hymn, "Lead, Kindly Light." 


floated through tho great rotunda, the assemblage rose to Its feet. Bared 
heads wero bowed and eyes streamed with tears. At tho conclusion of the 
hymn as Rev. Dr. Naylor, presiding elder of the Washington district, roso 
to'offer a prayer, the hush that fell upon the people was profound. When In 
conclusion'be repeated the Lord's prayer tho great audience joined solemnly 
with- him.

McKinley, bereft >of'husband and prostrated by her overwhelming 


sorrow, did not attend the services at the capltol. It was deemed wise by 
those-now nearest and dearest to her that she should not undergo the ordeal 
Her" attendance, would entail upon'her. She remained at tho White house 
comforted by every attention that loving thoughtfulness could suggest.

Arrangements for the movement of the funeral cortege from the White 


house to the capitol were completed last night, after the remains of the 
president-had been deposited In the historic East room of the mansion. 


Yesterday was a perfect autumn day but this morning' dawned gray and 


dreary. The sky was overcast with low-lying clouds. Nature Itself seemed to 
be In mourning for the nation's dead. 


As the.hours passed dashes of rain fell at Intervals, but despite this dis- 


comfort tens of thousands of sorrowing people appeared early upon tne 
streets. , Both sides ot Pennsylvania avenue from the White house to the 
capitol were massed with an Impenetrable cordon of people wishing in this 
way to pay final tribute of love and respect for the dead." 
' •- As the funeral cortege, escorted by troops representing every department 
of. the;nattpn's martial service and by representatives of religious and civic 
organizations'passed down the broad thoroughfare to the solemn notes of tho 
Dea'd.March from Saul walled by the bind, the sorrowing people bared their 
Heads despite the rain,'and the many tear-stained faces bespoke their grief 
mprft eloquently than wprds. It was a silent throng. With aching hearts all 
.remembered that only a few months ago the dead president, then in the full- 
ncss'.of-llfei and triumph,-had passed along that same.thoroughfare to be in 
augurated a second time president.

Tho Immense throng swept backward and for ward llko tho surelnc 
of a mighty sea. Women and children, a few of thn latter with babes In 
arms, were caught in'the crowd and many wore badly hurt. Strong men held 
children and even women high above their heads to protect them from bodily 
injury. Despite the efforts of tho police and military and cooler heads in tho 
throng, approximately a hundred people wero Injured. 
Some of tho mon- 


seriously hurt were carried into the rotunda and into various adjoining apart- 
ments of tho capltol where fresh air and treatment wore given them. Many 
were hurried to hospitals In ambulances but tho majority wero taken to their 
homes. After the crush had been abated upon thn utnlrcasa and plaza imme- 
diately in front of it wero found tattered plccon oC men'w anil women's wearing 
apparel of all kinds, crushed hats, gloves, and even satchels, watches pocket- 
books, keys and knives woro picked up. 


When tho remains ot the dead president were finally closed forever from 


tho view oC the Washington people tho cavalry escort was again formed and 
conveyed them to tho special train which is now carrying the body to Canton.

THE FUNERAL TRAIN 


EN ROUTE TO CANTON 


Washington, Sept. 17.—Tho last chapter of tho sad ceremonial, tho're- 


moval of the remains of the late president to the grave at his old homo at 
Canton, Ohio, began at 8:20 o'clock tonight, when tho funeral train loft hero 
over the Pennsylvania railroad. 


The great bronze doors of tho capltol, In which the hody.had lain In state, 


had closed while there, woro still thousands ot people waiting to get a last 
glance at tho casket. Tho guards nt tho capltol, who had patiently throughput 
the long day.held tho crowd In leash wore permitted a hurried look at tho 
face of tho deceased, the cover of tho casket was screwed down by tho under* 
takers, it was lifted onco more on tho shoulders of thn body bearers and by. 
them borne to tho hoarse at tho foot of tho east stops of tho capltol. Thirty 
minutes wero required for tho removal of the body from the capitol to tho 
train. 


The route was down Pennsylvania avenue which was lined on cither sido 


by troops of the District of Columbia. It was a quiet, noiseless journey, wUh- 
out music.' At tho Pennsylvania railroad station there was a dense throng 
and the remains woro received by largo delegations ot army and naval officers:. 
There tho-soldiers and seamen carried tho casket from the hearse to tho 
observation car, placed in tho second section of the funeral train. 


The casket was placed on standards draped with thn national colors, It 


was covered with floral emblems. No less than 20 cars worn required for tho 
transportation of the funeral party to Canton. 


Tomorrow still another train will carry to Canton a large party of senators 


and representatives and others prominent in national life. Tho threo sections 
into which the train was divided left at 10-mlnute Intervals. First was a train 
of eight cars bearing among its passengers tho following persons: 


Cuban Commissioners Tamayo, Latosco and Quesorta, Henry M. Dawes, 


M, L. Alice, Col, John J. McCook, General T. H. Anderson ami 40 newspaper 
man. 


Tho second section was the presidential train proper made up of. practl- 


j cally the same seven cars which made the trip from Buffalo. Tho car O|ynipla 
I was asslgned'to Mrs. McKinley while tho car Edgemere which came next was 
' occupied by President .Roosevelt and his cabinet. Behind in order came the 
sleepers Naples and Belgravla, tho dining car Waldorf and a combination car. 


The thlrd';Be,ctlon of the train was devoted entirely to tho accommodation 


of the army anHfiavy officers. 


President Roosevelt's arrival at the train occurred at 7:00 and was un- 


i marked by incident. 
His brother-in-law, •Commander Cowles, ot tho navy, 


! accompanies him. 


It was before 8 o'clock when Mrs. McKinley was driven to tho station. 


Fearing the tiring effect of the long walk from the carriage entrance to tho 


I car sot apart for her next to tho head of the train, a rolling chair had been 


I provided for her. She declined this, however, and walked with surprising firm- 
ness to her place, assisted by Abner McKinley and Dr. Hlxey. It was 8:10 
o'clock when this section steamed away In the darkness, the lirst section having 
preceded it 10 minutes. The observation car bearing the remains was flooded 
with light. Through Its crystal sides could be seen tho beautifully draped 
casket with its mass of rare blossoms, so arranged that oven as the train 
swept through the night the people in the country it passed through might gazo 
on.the sight of the casket with a soldier standing grimly at tho head and a 
sailor, carrying his cutlass upon his shoulder, at tho foot. A guard ot soldiers 
and sailors occupied the platforms and between them at tho rear was a largo 
wreath six feet In diameter of rare orchids and laurels. 


Ten minutes later the third section of the train bearing tho army and 


navy officers sped away, and the national capital had performed its part of the 
funeral ceremonies.

His last conscious words, 
reduced to writing by Dr. Mann, who stood at his bedside when they were 
uttered, were:

At this midnight hour the Milburn 
house was the center of a scene as 
animated as thqugh'lt.were mid-day al- 
though B solemn hush hung over the 
great crowd of watchers.

In 1897, 6,700 bar- 
rels of late apples were sold, and in ad- 
dition to this early varieties sufficient 
to carry the figure to 10,000 barrels.

No. 1». There ia no vacant govern- 


ment land to be taken up under the 
homestead act In Colorado which Is 
valuable for tanning purposes or suit- 
able for a residence. There are large 
•jnountt ot vacant land' in the state, 
but th»se are barren either from dry- 
ness, altitude or from the rocky char- 
acter of the toll. In some counties a 
•mall amount of land remain* that may 
become valuable at some time In the 
future, but this 1s not In the neighbor- 
hood of any city or town. 


The .usual procedure In locating land 


under the homestead law is either to go 
directly to the section of the country 
where the land exists, and to find by 
Inquiry what tracts are vacant, or else 
to consult the: maps that are on Hie 
in the land offices. These show all the 
lands that have been filed upon, and 
the tracts that are still vacant. As 
soon as the settler has located his claim, 
he must make actual settlement upon 
it and file with the land office a dec- 
laration of his Intention to take up the 
land under the law. He is then allowed 
a certain amount of time to .make his 
improvements, and thereafter he must 
remain and maintain his residence in 
good faith upon the land for a specified 
time under the law. In case of a home- 
stead entry, residence and cultivation 
must continue for B years, and at the 
end of that time he .will receive a title 
to the land upon the total payment of 
$34 for 160 acres. The pre-emption law 
continues in force in the Indian reserv- 
ation, lands of the western part of the 
state, although it has been repealed for 
the general public lands.' The timber 
and stone law.and.the desert land, act 
are also.In force, and" land is being 
taken up under these laws. " ' .'.

Colorado Wild Flowers. 


, '<H.. Ii. Shanta,) 


On the plains' cast of Colorado 


Springs and on the mesa north and west 
will be found'at this time a plant from 
a foot to-a foot'and 
one-half 
high, 


which bears lage Hut-topped clusters 
of yellow flowers.. It fs by far the most 
abundant of'the flowers'now seen about 
Colorado Springs. To tho north i-.nd' 
east of the city the prairie is yellow 
with this plant. But this Is by no 
.means the only yellow (lower now In 
bloom. 
Nearly ail the 
plants 
now 


blooming belong to the composite'fam- 
ily and by.far the majority are yellow. 
We have the sunflower, verbeslna, blg- 
elovin, nnd.gutlerrexin.-ln great abun- 
dance, and. p«rh adding to the moss of 
yellow, which Iw'now the prtsvalerit col- 
or. Of other colors we have the blazing 
star and a\ white and a blue aster. 
These asters are very prtity, especial- 
ly the: small white one which shows Its 
,jX''lte sprays of. flowers along many ot 
our streets. The plunt first mentioned 
and fhe, one sbawri lu the cut can very 
easily be distinguished, from the other 
yellow towers.. .The stem is woody to- 
ward tho baseband IB quite brittle. It 
Is much branched, especially toward 
the top, and Is leafy, having long slen- 
der (linear^ leaves or some of the leaves 
with llnt<& divisions. At the top of 
the brunches are borne the flower 
heads. These v are about one-Half an

from time to time have followed or preceded the example 
of Westminster abbey. Such a custom has indeed found 
advocates in our own land, and the suggestion has been 
made, and fa now repeated, that at the .national capital 
there should be erected a stately edifice, within which 
there should be sepultured those who have deserved well 
ot their country and whom their fellow Americans delight 
to honor. 


Yet good as the Westminster abbey idea may be, there 


is one that is better and much more consistent with our 
national character and customs. 
Our great men are 


drawn from no favored class or section. They are true 
sons of the people; to the people our presidents return 
after their term of ofllce with no mark or title of dis- 
tinction above their fellow Americans, and back to the 
bumble village or to the crowded city are carried the 
coffins of great Americans when their life services arc 
ended forever. 


Our Westminster abbey is not built of granite or 


marble; Its arches, domes and spires'are not the work 
of a human architect. Its proportions are as great as our 
national domain, Its foundations are laid to the depths of 
tne earth, its altars are the mountains and Us candles arc 
the stars. Washington lies at Mt. Vernon, Jefferson at 
Monticello, Lincoln at Springfield, and Grant in New 
York city. Each of these tombs and each of a thousand 
others Is a Mecca of American patriotism, each an in- 
spiration to .American youth and manhood. 


And now we bury another man of the people and lay 


to rest one ot the great men of our country and'of the 
world. Not in. the great cathedral is bis proper place, but 
in the village cemetery. Side by side with the plain 
people, "whom God loves because he made BO, many ot 
them," In the ranks of the great throng from whom he 
arose and from whom he derived his strength, with only 
such monument to his grave as may fitly mark the sep- 
ulchre of one who has served his nation well should rest 
tue mortal remains of William McKlnley of Canton, Ohio. 


k RESIDENT ROOSBVBLT.la one ot the most many- 


sided men that have ever appeared In public life 
in the United States. Thfe youngest president, 
and younger than the grfeat majority of the men 


who rise to the dignity ot governors 'and United States 
senators, Theodorse Roosevelt retains an active interest 
in many things that have grown: stale to the average 
statesman of high rank. His record is a varied one. and 
he has left his mark on the, history of the nation In 
many ways. Author, soldier, governor, hunter and ranch- 
man, his life has run in many channels, and ne has been 
successful in many .things. 


It is from these conditions';that arise some of the 


criticisms that have been made.against Mr. HooSevplt 
His fondness for the west has.been used against him. in 
the < east; his record as a soldier has been treated as 
though he were nothing else than a soldier; bis hunting 
has been presented as a serious 'occupation rather than 
an amusement; and bis statesmanship has been Ignored 
as though it was an inconsiderable part of his list of 
accomplishments. A narrower nature than his would run 
In smaller channels, and would "present smaller opportu- 
nities for criticism. 


What Mr. Roosevelt really is and what may be ex- 


pected of him in the situation to which he has been 
called appears from bis actions since the great weight 
of responsibility devolved upon him. There certainly can 
be no just blame for anything he has said or done since 
President McKlnley was stricken by the assassin. 


Mr. Roosevelt as vice president baa ndver said or 


done anything that has caused the administration any 
embarrassment, and as president be will be not less (con- 
servative and careful. This is already apparent from the 
events of the past few days. 


The affairs ot the nation'are in safe hands, and there 


need be no fear of hasty, eccentric or Ill-considered action 
on the part of President Roosevelt. 


AN ACT OF WISDOM. 


k RESIDENT ROOSEVELT'S bold declaration thai he 


would continue the nbHcr1 of President McKlnley 
will be met with a chorus of approval from all 
the country. Nothing could hare contributed so 


much to establish confidence and to nullify the shock of 
the transfer ot presidential authority as these plain and 
simple words. That they were wholly stn'cere does not 
admit of a doubt, and we believe that President Roosevelt 
•will carry them out in all honesty. In pursuance ot them 
he hag already invited the members of the cabinet to 
retain their/places, and for the present, at least, there 
will be no change in the heads of the executive depart- 
ments of the government. 
' 


It is not to bo supposed, however, that the new presi- 


dent will be content merely to strive to be what President 
McKlnley would have been. Mr. Roosevelt is too much of 
a man for that and his Words have a deeper and truer 
meaning. President McKintey could not have stopped 
short in his career and have governed himself thereafter 
only by his life up to that time. He must have gone for- 
ward and his policy must have adapted itself to changing 
conditions and have developed new applications in the 
course of events. What would have been true of McKlnley 
must also be true of Roosevelt. He must be governed in 
1902 by the events of 1002 and not by those ot 1901. But 
while events are ever changing, principles may remain 
Unchanged forever. 
President Roosevelt can have no 


better guide for bis conduct than the principles to which 
President Mcktnley devoted his life and in pursuance of 
Which he reached ao high a rank in the affections and 
esteem of his fellow citizens.'

MISS GOLDMAN'S RESPONSIBILITY. 


N ENDEAVOR1NO to fix upon Miss!<Emma Goldman 


the responsibility for the attack upon President Mc- 
Kinley, the police authorities,. state and national, 
will have to offer more substantial evidence than 


the Cleveland speech to which reference has already been 
made in these columns. The discussion of a theory of 
government, however radical that itheory may- be and 
however much it may differ frpmUh'at how-in operation, 
is not of itself a crime in the United States, and we hope 
that it never will be. 


For Instance, It is no crime .to believe that the city 


should be governed without a mayor, and it would be no 
crime to advocate by voice or pen that some other 
system of municipal government should bo established. 
But if anyone beliovlng that there should be no mayor 
should advocate the removal of the mayor by murder, 
that would be a crime and a serious one, and if. some 
haif-wltted wretch should be influenced by such talk 
to kill the mayor, the author ot the talk ought to be held 
as an accessory to the crime. 


It remains to be seen whether Miss Goldman is guilty 


of such a contribution to assassination. It is true, as she 
says, that she cannot be held responsible It some bait- 
crazy fanatic has misunderstood her words and has made 
them an excuse for bis own frenzy. But it it can be 
shown that her words were such as were llKely to lead 
to such a result, .or even more strongly If they Were in- 
tended to suggest such action/then she is responsible, 
and should, be punished accordingly. 


And there are some things in her utterances as re- 


ported in the press, dispatches that point: to wards such a 
conclusion. For instance, she seems to sympathize more 
with Czolgosz, whom she seems to regard as.the victim 
of society, than with the object ot bis murderous at- 
tack, and she refers to the Haymarket murders in Chi- 
cago in a way that would suggestxthat she approved of 
them.

The right of free speech Is a precious one and It is. 


most in danger at such times as these when gome great 
crime has roused the people to an appreciation of the 
danger that may come from its abuse. Theoretical ad- 
vocacy of the maximum of individual liberty, is not a 
crime In the United States, neither is it a crime to pro- 
fess a belief tbat mankind would 'be Detter'ott without 
laws or rulers of any kind, It la probabjy silly to do this, 
but it fs not a crime, nor should it be made one. 


It is a crime to kill or to plot to kill any person in 


the United States, and. a'greater one to kill or to try, to 
kill the president of the United States because bis safety 
is essential to ttie welfare of the whole country and 
violence to him la violence towards $he jje"bple. 


If there has been any'conspiracy it should be exposed 


and every-person connected with-it should be punished 
to the full extent of the law and,;.if necessary new. }aws 
should be passed to. be applied to any future cases of the 
sort that should arise. It is a crime to murder and no 
murder can be excused on any political ground; it is a 
crime to .conspire-to commit murder, and it is a crime 
to- incite to murder. The murder of a president:is a 
peculiarly atrocious crime, and it may be well to fix the 
death penalty upon all attempts upon the life ot the 
president.

But free speech is not a crime, and the American 


people should be careful not to allow its indignation 
against the criminal and his accomplices to mislead It 
into any restriction of the freedom'of speech which is a 
priceless heritage.

As a theory anarchy has as much right in this country 


as socialism. What We must suppress is murder, and 
all who contribute to or encourage it. 


HE assassination ot President Mckinley baa devel- 
' oped an almost universal demand for vigorous 


and effective measures against the .enemies of 
society who are called "anarchists." It is to be 


hoped that this wave of popular feeling -will not prove 
as transitory as some others have'been, and that before 
it has passed away laws may- be enacted and enforced 
that will put a stop to this class of crimes. 
~ 


There is a close parallel between:the anarchists and 


the Mormons, in their relations to the civil govetr^meni 
The Mormons were objectionable not on account of their 
religious. beliefs or their peculiar social institutions and 
customs', but because they practiced and promoted the 
crime ot polygamy, which -was iiistly believed to be Inju- 
rious to the general welfare of the state and nation and 
contrary to our laws. So with the anarchists. It is not 
tnat their ideas of the proper constitution of government 
are different from those of the majority ot Americans, 
but because they.incite to and practice the crime of 
murder, for which they may be justly punlsbed as princi- 
pals and accomplices, and for the prevention ot which 
the force ot our laws may-properly be directed. 


Tho anarchists for the most part are composed ot 


ignorant persons of illy-balanced minds, who are easily' 
led astray by.teachings that they do not understand and 
who are impelled into a blind hatred of humanity'and a 
determination to strike down ail authority and organiza- 
tion simply because it exists, and Is therefore a part of 
the present order of tnings. Whatever value may exist 
in the principle of individualism is smothered and burled 
in the evils of anarchy. The anarchist Is, not lconcerned 
In discussing the principles of social order and organi- 
zation, nor in exerting himself to secure a betterment of 
the present conditions: <> His work IB destructive simply, 
and he alms, only to'break down and 'to wipe out all 
that|tbe efforts of itianinnd have accomplished. ' He 
would reduce society .to'Its primitive state and make us 
alt savages once mOTel'Vo d.o this he-would kill whatever 
IB. of greatest yajue to the nation, and the fact that a 
single man represents the hopes and the welfare of mil- 
lions "Is only an additional reason In big perverted mind 
tor; striking hlm'5H6wn> Add. to this 'the morbid love ot 
notoriety, fostered by sensational newsmongers, and tue 
anarchist Is ready for such a crime as-the one, that took 
place in Buffalo on September 6. 


Too many Americans bare believed anarchist out- 


rages were possible only under tyrannical or at least un- 
der monarchical governments, and we have therefore 
failed to take .those .restrictive measures that were urged 
upon us by European states. But pur recent experience 
has shown us that these murderous fanatics have no'power 
of discrimination. They strike as readily at the president 
of a free republic as'at the autocrat or the tyrant. In 
fact, the freedom of.the republic becomes itself an en- 
couragement to the criminal because it gives him 'the 
opportunity that is denied him under a more severe gov- 
ernment.

When judges seem to concern them- 
selves chiefly with protecting criminals and twisting the 
laws in their favor, and when 'the general sentiment is 
prevalent in tbe community that the decisions of juries 
are sold to tbe highest biddei, and when daily lessons 
in crime are displayed In the newspapers, it is not sur- 
prising that Jesse James should Ue tbe^ideal hero towards 
whom the boys should direct their Imitative faculties.

: IS NOT through any personal regard or considera- 
tion for the anarchist murderer of the. president that 
he will be accorded a trial in which all tbe privileges 
of the law he defies will be extended to him. 'Were 


nothing to be considered but himself, no vengeance'that 
the mob could plan or execute would.be too swift or too 
terrible to meet his case.

turner or n skimmer and put on round 
slices of toast. Serve with crisp rad- 
ishes sliced or whole. 


Another way out Is to put four eggs 


Into one quart of rold water and set 
on th« range. Watch closely and when 
the water reaches the boiling point 
take out tho egps and pour cold watol" 
over them; break at once onto slices nf 
toast. The eggs should be soft and 
creamy and yet hold their shape. If 
cooked one-half minute too long th«y 
will not resemble poached eggs, but If 
cooked Just rlRht they will bo more di- 
gestible than If broken Into hot water.

If any substance has remained at- 
tached to a utensil (and this, by the 
way, is generally tho result of bad 
management or cureless cooking) do 
not attempt to scour It off, but pour 
some water Into the vessel and plao» it 
over the fire, when It will soon be> pos- 
sible to remove all tho adhesive matter 
without scratching or Injuring the pan. 


It is especially the bottoms of cooking 


utensils that are often allowed to be- 
come quite black—on the strange prin- 
ciple, perhaps, that as they have to b« 
placed on the fire repeatedly It Is not 
necessary to clean them every time. 
Nothing hinders the proceedings morl 
than the burnt substance In question; 
It Is a non-conductor of heat and should 
bo carefully removed, for anything thai 
will hasten the cooking process during 
the warm weather will prove a saving 
of health and temper, as well as fuel.

B. Wtlcox preached on "The Assassina- 
tion of President McKlnley."-It-was-a 
splendid sermon, delivered- with power- 
ful effect. Dr. WIlcox said In part: 
It was.in the-Tcmplc of Music, ovt the, 
grounds of the Panamerlcan exposition 
at Buffalo, it .was 4.o'clock in the af- 
ternoon of September 6, 1901, eastern 
time. The . president was receiving. 
Young and1 old, rich and poor, learned 
and Ignorant, had free access to his 
person and the privilege.of shaking his 
hand. "In the Joyous throng.appeared a 
man with muffled hand. It excited tho 
nlty "of the president, as he supposed it 
had been Injured: He was about to ex- 
tend a kindly salutation, when this 
crafty Villain, from a concealed 32-cal- 
iber revolver, fired two shots, one of 
them taking, as afterward proved, fa- 
tal effect. Immediately the wires were 
bearing the sad tidings to every (Jlty, 
village and hamlet of our great coun- 
try, 
and across the seas to the old 


world. For seven days the millions 
watched and prayed, hoped and feared. 
The awful tragedy closed at 3 o'clock 
on the morning of the 14th. The nation' 
Is In profound sorrow. Our republic Is i, 
passing through one of the most trying ' 
ordeals of Its history,in.the. assassina- j 
tlon of its illustrious.chief magistrate, j 
He had trampled on no man's rights, he 
had desolated no man's home, he was 
fh no sense a despot or tyrant. 
Presi- 
dent McKinley was no Robespierre Or 
ambitious pretender or usurp.er.. He. 
was no Nero, intoxicated by success or 
fired with Intense hate. On the other 
hand, he was in private life blameless, 
In his home a model husband. .His de- 
votion to an invalid wife for years has 
been touchlngly beautiful and has won 
for him the admiration of the world. ; In 
his relation -with -the people thoroughly 
democratic, winning by his genial dis- 
position all classes of people, promoting 
peace; purity and good will among men. 
Elected a second time to the highest of- 
fice In the nation by. millions of ballots 
cast by his countrymen. *He was held 
in highest esteem by ,the mass of the 
people of all political parties and shades 
of religious belief, a man of singular, 
symmetry of character, poise of mind 
and balance of judgment, a- statesman 
and Christian gentleman. No-crime has 
ever robbed toe world of a, great and 
good man mon ruthlessly or causeless- 
ly. We can understand how tyrants 
and despots In trie-course of human his- 
tory were stricken down 'by the op- 
pressed. We can appreciate the lurid 
motive-tor the'murder "of Lincoln; niin- 
gllng his blood with-the last, streams 
shed at the close of.a bitter and terrible 
civil war. Kven Garfleld,-whose cose Is 
more nearly analogous', 'was murdered 
by a'responsible- but .abnormal man, 
fired bv partisan hate. But this crime 
has no precedent in the memory of man. 
The country is prosperous. There Is no 
political or civil strife or religious revo- 
lution. The foul assassin who struck 
down President-McKlnley is guilty of a 
double crime, first against his noble vic- 
tim and second aealnst the nation of 
which he was the official head. 
The 


murderer had no-feeling, or grievance 
against the president as a man. 
He 
himself confessed It. He Meant to strike 
the chief executive of the nation,, and 
that is treason, and punishable as such. 


If this awful calamity. Which has be- 


fallen our country shall arouse our cltl 
zens against the perils. Which ;threaten 
It, there may be a silver.lining to the 
dark cloud that hangs over us. i
